An animal in 
good condition when going 
dry is given a maximum of 
six pounds per day with all 
the silage and good mixed 
hay she will eat, while one 
in poor condition is fed ten 
pounds daily with all the 
above roughage she will eat. 

About four weeks before 
the cow is due to freshen, 
she receives about four to 
five pounds, daily, of soaked 
beet pulp. A week to ten 
days before freshening the 
grain ration is cut down to 
four pounds, with an addi- 
tional pound of oil meal. 
The last day or so she re- 
ceives very little grain. 

The usual care is taken at 
time of calving. The cow is 
placed in a clean box stall a 
week before, and at calving 
time, and immediately after, 
she is kept away from 
draughts as much as _ pos- 
sible. If it is cold weather 
she is blanketed imme- 
diately after calving, and 
shortly after, a warm bran 
mash is given, but receives 
hothing else except a little 
hay for the first twenty-four 
hours. We do not give the 
cow any grain until she has 
Cleaned, and then she re- 
ceives a little beet pulp and 
& small amount of silage, 








This is another in the series of practical feeding 
articles the World is arranging to publish during the 
present year. The statements of the methods in use 
in the Traverse City State Hospital herd were furnish-— 
ed by C. B. Pike, Steward, in collaboration with the 
herdsmen at that institution. That the results are 
substantial and the methods described successful in 
actual herd practice is proven not only by the ag- 
gregation of official and semi-official records which 
place this herd among the real leaders of the breeder 
over a long period of years but also by the consistent 
every day herd averages maintained In this con- 
nection, we will repeat the comment recently pub- 
lished concerning the work of this herd during the 
past year. The following summary of this work was 
prepared by H. W. Norton, Jr., who, as director of 
the Bureau of Animal Industry in Michigan, is in 
general charge of all of the state institution herds. 


“During the calendar year just closed the pure- 
bred holstein herd at the Traverse City State Hos- 
pital made a remarkable showing in milk produc- 
tion for a herd of its size. Ninety-six cows and 
heifers of all ages produced a total of 1,271,167 
Ibs. of milk, an average of 13,246.6 Ibs. per cow. 
The highest individual production during the pe- 
riod was 22,918 lbs. and the next was 21,153. Six 
other cows made above 19,000 Ibs. and these eight 
made a total of 160,016 lbs., or an average of 
20,002 Ibs. each. Sixteen cows ranged between 
15,000 and 19,000 lbs. each. The combined produc- 
tion of the 24 highest producers, each above 15,000 
Ibs. was 426,390 Ibs. or an average of 17,766.2 Ibs. 
each. Forty-eight others produced from _ 10,000 
to 15,000 lbs. each. Thus 72 cows and heifers in 
this herd produced above 10,000 Ibs. of milk each 
during the year. The total production of these 72 
cows and heifers was 1,038,666 lbs., an average of 
14,425.9 lbs. An average of over 13,000 Ibs. per 
cow in a herd of nearly 100 head is certainly re- 
markable and indicates not only a herd of high 
quality and great capacity but also the best of 
care and feed as well as excellent judgment on 
the part of those immediately in charge. 

The average production of the cows of Michigan 
according to the last Federal census is 3,918 Ibs. 
of milk per year and on this basis the Traverse 
City State Hospital would require a herd of 324 
cows of average producing ability to take the place 
of the present herd of 96 which is supplying the 
institution with milk.”

Each cow is fed as an individual, receiving one pound 
of grain to three or four pounds of.milk, depending upon 
the cow and what she tests. In addition to the grain they 
are fed silage, hay and beet pulp at each milking. While 
they receive all the silage and good mixed hay they will 
clean up, the beet pulp is limited to about nine pounds per 
cow per day. 

When a cow is taken out of the test barn and dropped 
to three milkings and three feeds, the total grain received 
per day is dropped only a pound or two, depending upon 
the cow. By keeping the total grain per day at almost the 
same amount, the cow will not drop in milk very much 
when changed from four to three milkings per day. 


Each cow is milked three times per day as long as her 
production warrants it. When she goes below forty pounds 
per day she is dropped to twice-a-day milkings and kept 
there until two months before calving when she is dried 
off and allowed a rest to fit her for the next vear’s pro- 
duction. 

Each cow is bred three months after freshening so 
that they all calve once a year and milk about three hun- 
dred and five days.

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Beginners Win Championship With Daughter 
of Champion

NNOUNCEMENT was recently made of a new world’s 
A record for senior three-year-old heifers in the ten 
months’ division by Glen Otter Colantha Lady 102029 

Cc. H. B. Her figures at 3 years, 10 months of age were 
21,278 Ibs. milk, 859 Ibs. fat (1,073.75 lbs. butter), with an 
average test for the year of 4.04 per cent fat. She carried 
a calf about 200 days during this great record, which sur- 
passed the best previous mark in her class by over 80 lbs. 
putter. The record was of particular interest from the 
fact that Glen Otter Colantha Lad is a daughter of Lady 
Roberts Colantha, the world’s champion senior three-year- 
old in the yearly division. Her record of 1,468.75 lbs. but- 
ter was until recently the largest ever made by a heifer 
under full age. She 
has the further dis- 
tinction of making two 
records above 1,400 
lbs. butter each and 
her dam, with a year- 
ly record of 1,125 Ibs. 
butter, adds materi- 
ally to the strength of 
her pedigree, the three 
generations averaging 
over 1,200 Jbs. butter, 
a world’s record av- 
erage, age considered. 
Important as this 
bare statement is from 
the standpoint of 
breed achievement, it 
is almost overshadow- 
ed by the human in- 
terest story lying back 
of it. About six years 
ago, Whit Root, a suc- 
cessful automobile 
salesman in Winnipeg, 
was ordered by his 
physician to return 
to his old home in On- 


his occupation as a 
means of overcoming 
the ill health that was 
settling down on him. 
Accordingly, with his 
young wife, he return- 
ed to his old home town of Dunnville, Ontario. and pur- 
chased at a sheriff’s sale a small farm located just out- 
side the village limits. Mrs. Root was a town-raised girl, 
a bookkeeper by profession, and neither of them had even 
a speaking acquaintance with farming. However. they 
‘went bravely at it, their first venture being in the pouitry 
business. They raised about four thousand chickens the 
first year, the roosters being sold as broilers at a very 
attractive price and the pullets being maintained as a lay- 
ing flock which also did very well for a year. Conditions 
changed the next year, however. and they decided to go 
into the dairy business. About four years ago, they made 
a start with a few dairy cows. This venture necessitated 
their learning to milk. This was quickly mastered, how- 
ever, and a desire was created to own better dairy cows. 

Mr. Root tells an amusing story of his first venture 
With purebreds. He attended a sale held by one of the 
well known Canadian breeders. A young calf was led into 
the ring that attracted his attention and as the bidding 
seemed to drag he offered $100. This seemed to him a 
reasonable price for an animal upon which he could found 
a purebred herd. After the animal had been knocked 
down to him by the auctioneer, he was a little disconcerted 
to discover that it was a bull calf instead of a heifer. He 
did not have the price of the calf with him and his bank 
account at home was not good for that amount either. Ac- 
cordingly, he left shipping instructions for the calf and set 
out for home to figure out some way to raise the money 
to pay for his purchase. Upon arriving home, however, 
he was agreeably surprised to find a telegram from the

devolve upon the mother of four husky boys from two to 
twelve years of age in a farm home.

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The Other Side of the 7-Day Test Question 


By W. E. PETERSEN, Minnesota 


Iditor’s Note: We publish the accompanying article by Prof. 
Petersen, of Minnesota, in accordance with our policy of pre- 
senting all sides in important questions relating to the industry. 
We do not agree with Mr. Petersen and we feel that many of 
his arguments are unfair. 

In the first place, he has missed the point of our argument 
in assuming that our articles published in November 1925 
attempted to prove that the yearly ability of any particular cow 
could be accurately determined from her 7-day record. It 
would be just as fair for us to attack his position on the value 
of yearly records because of the difficulty in estimating from 
them accurately in every individual case what the life-time 
production of any particular cow would be. The conditions 
surrounding our testing—both long-time and short-time—are 
such that the figures of a yearly record are not necessarily a 
close indication of what may be expected in a different lacta- 
tion period. The public does not expect this, outside of the 
“restricted milking” classes,.at least. Such records do form a 
valuable means of checking up on the progress we are making 
in our breeding. 

What we intended to convey in the article referred to was 
that a 7-day test, properly read, was an indication of what can 
be expected from a cow in long-time test and that the averages 
bore out this expectation. Prof. Petersen, however, finds fault 
with the use of averages. We submitted to Supt. Gardner this 
question of the value of averages in connection with production 
records. Here is his reply: 





“Unless you have averages to work from, how are you 
going to size up a test? We just have to have the aver- 
ages as a basis and then in our selection, we must select 
above the average. Mr. Petersen says that averages are 
general, while what we are interested in is the specific 
or the individual. That is true; but we must have some 
guide as to what to expect from the individual. Mr. 
Petersen assumes that the average Holstein-Friesian will 
produce about 520 Ibs. fat, whereas we know that only the 
better class of cows and heifers are tested for advanced 
registration. It was only the other day that I told a man 
that I should be well pleased if I could know that the 
averages for the breed were the productions that we used 
for requirement, I do think that any cow able to ex- 
ceed requirements is likely to be in the better half of 
the breed. 


“T would not argue that from a 7-day test one could 
definitely expect a certain amount of fat in yearly or ten 
months’ test; but I certainly would expect that if my cow 
produced 20 lbs. fat in 7 days with her milking showing 
a per cent fat of 3.75 to 3.80 per cent, also the average, 
I should expect that cow, conditions being favorable, to 
show proportionately well in long-time test, which would 
give her at least 600 lbs. fat and probably more. Almost 
invariably the letters coming to this office say, “I intend 
to start certain cows in short-time test, and if they do 
well I expect to continue them in long-time test.’’ Our 
breeders in their letters show that they regard the short- 
time test as a guide to the capacity of the cow; and if 
any breeders who have started cows producing 24 lbs. fat 
have discontinued the test, they have been few and far 
hetween.”’ 


Mr. Petersen complains that our figures in the article of last 
November were based upon selected data. This is true only 
to the extent that 7-day records of cows not making yearly 
records are not considered. It is manifestly unfair, however, 
to assume that all cows not tested for a year are poor yearly 
producers, as Mr. Petersen would seem to imply. It seems to 
us that he really grants our claim when he admits that cows 
with large yearly productions usually show proportionate 7-day 


productions, even if he does turn the argument around back 
end to. 

Mr. Petersen also refers to the wide spread between the 
highest and the lowest long-time record made by cows with 


approximately the same short-time record as an indication of 
the utter unreliability of the short test in demonstrating long- 
time producing ability. We accordingly checked up on each of 
the 2,278 records used in the Prescott computations and found 
that exactly 2,000 of these cows produced at least 30 times as 
much in the full year as in their official seven days; and that 
of the 278 cows which had a factor of less than 30, all except 
103 made their seven-day records with an abnormally high per 
cent of fat. In other words, more than 95 times out of a hun- 
dred, one would be safe in assuming that a cow with a normal 
test for seven days would produce at least 30 times as much 
in the year. The percentage of error would be even smaller 
if every cow could be given proportionately good feed and care 
during her full year as in her seven-day test, which as we all 
know is often not the case. The reason for many of the ex- 
tremely low factors would be readily apparent if one knew all 
the facts and conditions surrounding these tests. 

In this argument, we do not wish to be misunderstood. We 
are in no way attempting to disparage the value of the long- 
time record. We concede its superority and are pleased to 
note the advancement this form of testing is making. We do 
feel, however, that there is still value in the seven-day record 
when properly interpreted and that it still fills an important 
place in the industry for the benefit of the large number of 
breeders that for one reason or another are not in a position 
to take up long-time testing. 

We would welcome further constructive discussion of 
subject of testing, through our columns.

However, the writer cannot agree with him jp 
some of his interpretations and general conclusions. |p 
fact, proper interpretation of the data presented is egp. 
demnatory of the value of the seven-day test rather than 
supporting as Mr. Prescott concluded. 

The conclusions that the seven-day test has value ip 
selection of Holsteins and that there is a correlation pe. 
tween seven-day records and yearly records are based 
upon at least two fallacies. First, averages are used when 
we are interested in individuals. Second, correlations are 
based upon selected data which tends to err in favor of qa 
correlation between seven-day and yearly records. 

If averages is all that is necessary for consideration in 
the selection of herd sires and foundation females it is 
just as reasonable to say that in selecting any Holstein 
we would get a 520-pound fat animal for that is about the 
average of all tested Holsteins. If we selected large 
enough numbers that is what we would get and breeding 
from such stock could not hope for any improvement but 
just a continuance of the average. If we desired to raise 
the average production, individuals above the average 
must be selected for breeding stock. That is particularly 
true of the herd sires. What is the production capacity of 
the individual foundation cow and what is the transmitting 
capacity of the individual herd sire are the questions with 
which we are most concerned in herd improvement. 

Again if averages were sufficient we would only need to 
make our selection of foundation females and herd sires 
from herds with high average production. Unfortunately, 
we cannot depend upon this for the high producing herd 
is likely to have some mediocre producers from which we 
surely would not want to select herd sires or foundation 
females. The wise breeder goes to the high average pro- 
duction herd for his selections but is as careful of his 
selections there as any other place. He will find that the 
owner has different prices on the offspring, which prices 
are in proportion to the production record of the individual 
dams and not a uniform price based upon the herd aver- 
age. This is as it should be if there is anything to the 
belief that high production is transmitted. In making 
selections of breeding stock we are interested in what 
the individual can do and not in averages, for creditable 
averages may be secured from poor and good. 

The value of the seven-day test lies, therefore, in its 
accuracy as a basis for predicting the yearly production 
of any given individual for the seven-day test in itself 
is valueless. Table II in the November 7th article, shows 
that on the average there is a correlation between the 
seven-day record and the yearly record, accepting the data 
as representative. At the same time it is evident that the 
variation: in yearly production for any given seven-day 
record is so great that it greatly overshadows any corre- 
lation that there may be based upon averages. 

According to that table, a cow with a seven-day record 
of from 16 to 18 pounds fat, might produce a yearly record 
anywhere from 398 to 914 pounds fat. Using this as an 
illustration in the selection of a herd sire out of a 16 to 
18-pound fat cow (seven-day record), one might get an ex- 
ceptionally desirable one out of a dam with 914 pounds 
yearly fat or a very mediocre or even a poor one out of 
a dam with only 398 pounds record. One could surely do 
better than that in selecting from appearance of the cow 
without any seven-day record at all. In this case, from 
data presented, one can draw but one conclusion that the 
seven-day record is unreliable as an index for yearly pro- 
duction ability. 

The writer further studied the reliability of the seven- 
day test for predicting yearly production on 16 cows hav- 
ing completed both seven-day and yearly records in the 
University Farm herd. The yearly production for both 
butterfat and milk was predicted from the seven-day rec- 
ords and such calculated records compared with the actual 
yearly record. In calculating the production from the

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Facing the Sunlight 


HE Extension Department in Chicago is a very busy 

I place these days. The force is being called upon 

for more outside work than it can lay to which in it- 

self is a very healthy indication of the trend in Holstein af- 
fairs. 

Reports from the treasurer’s office and from the secre- 
tary’s office show a healthy increase in registrations, 
transfers, membership applications and receipts. We ap- 
parently have our faces to the sunlight once more. 

Three great nationall sales are in the offing. One in 
Wisconsin, the most ambitious program ever undertaken 
by a sale manager, proposes to sell 500 head in four days. 
A very large proportion of these will be real topnotch 
animals—all of them will be very desirable. A month 
later in Pennsylvania, William G. Davidson will conduct 
his fifth National Brentwood sale—an event that has be- 
come a Holstein institution of the first water. Mr. David- 
son is securing a splendid lineup of animals and this sale 
promises to lengthen its unbroken record of signal suc- 
cesses. Then early in June in connection with the annual 
meeting at Des Moines another national sale will be held. 
Last year this sale topped the list among public sales of 
Holstein-Friesians for average. It always has splendid 
support. Early indications are that the lineup this year 
will be fully as attractive. This is a one-day event while 
the Brentwood sale will occupy two days and the Clark 
Classic four days. 

Speculation is rife as to how the industry will accept 
practically 700 topnotch animals through public sale 
channels. We venture the prediction that the industry 


will absorb them without difficultry. Present indications . 


are that prices will be good for all public sales of desir- 
able animals and private sales as well. 

Reverting for a moment to the Extension Service the 
series of conferences that have been held in districts 
where the fluid milk market has been an important factor 
{indicates that the problem of selling Holstein milk doesn’t 
loom quite as large as it did a while back. The probable 
outcome of these conferences will be the establishment 
of a milk service department in the extension offices. 
The peculiar difficulties inherent to each particular market 
do not lend themselves to solution in a national way. But 
the Association can well put into the hands of anybody 
who has milk marketing difficulties the best information 
available for overcoming such difficulties and for com- 
batting any prejudice against Holstein milk. This milk 
marketing service can gather the experiences of those 
who have succeeded and offer them to those who would 
succeed. It is a legitimate extension effort and about as 
far as a breed organization is entitled to go along this 
line. 

We have noted with some pleasure the return of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association’s advertising copy to breed 
and dairy journals. There was little excuse for ever stop- 
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ping this form of publicity, but, of course, it looked like 
rather poor business to dip into the reserve for run 
expenses, if indeed advertising may be characterizeg 
wholly as such. The gratifying increase in news item: 
appearing in agricultural press, the increased response 
to the association’s publicity in the form of inquiries 
regarding Holstein cattle all point toward the Wisdom of 
continued aggressive extension effort. The advertising in 
breed publications keeps the members of the association 
and breeders of Holstein-Friesian cattle informed of what 
effort is being made in their behalf. They can avai] them. 
selves of the extension department, knowing through its 
advertising what form of aid it has to offer. They can jp 
this way cash in on the extension program and become 
themselves a part of it. 

In the dairy publications and the better state papers 
Holstein breed advertising shows the superior quality of 
Holsteins and quickens interest in the profit-making DOs- 
sibilities of the breed on the part of the dairyman. This 
is the big market and naturally a place where the extep. 
sion service will center its greatest effort. 

In field work the Holstein-Friesian Association is some. 
what behind other breed organizations, although when 
we count the state secretaries that are employed on fyjj 
time as extension representatives the Holstein field is 
nearly as well covered as any of them. The other breed 
organizations, however, have men directly responsible 
to the national association. In the Guernsey field, men 
like Fitzpatrick, Westover, Finley, Holden and others are 
working out of the national office to promote interest jn 
the Guernsey breed. Our Jersey friends have a force of 
men with Asthroth, Dennison, Randolph, Lowery, Lee and 
others seeking to extend the influence of the Jersey. Secre- 
tary Conklin has a small force at work upon the Ayrshire 
problem. The Holstein-Friesian Association has Everly in 
the West and Crissey in the East besides full time men 
like Oldham, Bigler, Hadley, Clark and Geiger and as part 
time men, Hays in Michigan and Gleim in Iowa. 

Surely with all these men representing the four great 
dairy breeds of cattle the cause of the pure bred industry 
regardless of breed will be well cared for. Whether the 
Holstein system of state secretaries is more effective than 
a system comprising only national representatives depends 
quite largely. we should say, upon the degree of coopera- 
tion between the state men and the national extension 
service. It rather behooves both the representatives of 
extension in the various states and the management of 
our national extension effort to secure the cosest degree 
of cooperation, for a survey of the extension field shows 
competent and healthy competition upon the part of other 
breeds. 

With the aid of the Holstein cow we should experience 
no difficulty in getting our share of pure bred business. 

The outlook is bright. 


Cull the Purebred Scrub 


R ECENTLY a prominent dairy cattle breeder was heard 





to state that a purebred cow, no matter how poor, is 
always more desirable than a grade. And the man 
believes it. Not only does he believe it but he is actually 
voicing the sentiment of many others who have become s0 
imbued with the importance of registration papers that 
they have lost sight of the ultimate purpose of dairy cattle. 
One of the greatest menaces of the purebred dairy 
cattle business today is that too many breeders are not 
culling out their purebred “scrubs.” A boarder cow is @ 
scrub regardless of her color, breed or ancestry. The 
purebred cow is entitled to consideration only in so far 
as she is capable of making more profit at the milkpail 
than is any other cow. ; 

_ This is not a radical statement. Purebreds have 
reached their present pinnacle because, on an average, 
they will return more profit to the man who makes his 
living milking cows. They return more profit because for 
centuries intelligent breeders have selected their best 
purebreds and have developed their future herds from 
their best cows. The job of making purebreds what they 
are today has been a tremendous one. It is only by con- 
stant and careful selection by thousands of breeders that 
fhe accomplishment has been made possible. But if the 
purebred breeders of today are to realize on their invest 
ments and past achivements they must continue to lead 
the procession of development. They cannot breed from 
scrub cows just because those scrubs happen to be regis 
tered. 
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It is no disgrace to any breed or breeder that a few 
mals are inferior. The hard thing to accomplish in 
any breeding work is the development of good character- 
istics. The natural inclination is always to throw back 
to the original ancestry and we will probably always have 
some inferior animals in all breeds. The real disgrace lies 
jn holding on to these scrub purebreds and in breeding 
That is the surest way to send 
our purebreds back to the same level as grades and 
iret jons ago breeders of purebreds objected to joining 
a cow testing association because “some of the grade cow 
men might beat him and that would hurt the purebred 
pusiness.” That man is so blind he cannot see a dollar 
pehind a dime. He had a lot of purebred scrubs and they 
were dragging him down to the mire. His neighbors are 
smarter than he thinks. They know his purebred herd 
isn’t doing what it should and are losing respect for him 
and his cattle. They do not want to buy seed stock from 
him and are not doing it. But if he would join the cow 
testing association or find some other means of culling 
his purebred scrubs he could soon be leading the proces- 
sion in that community and could sell his surplus. 

The grade cow man doesn’t usually mind so much the 
culling out a boarder because she doesn’t represent so 
great an investment. But the purebred breeder has more 
invested per cow and hates to have to admit that he kept 
any cow that wouldn’t pay. In so doing he misses an 
opportunity to improve his favorite breed and to enhance 
not only his own popularity but the market for his breed 
in his own community. The use of purebred sires and 
the advancement of the breeds will progress just in pro- 
portion as those breeders cull out their purebred scrubs. 
—The Dairy Farmer.

UR COVER illustration this week shows a very pleas- 
O ing combination of approved type with record break- 

ing production. This is a new picture of Blacres 
Sesame Korndyke 503429, the new Michigan state cham- 
pion in 30-day test. This heifer, as a senior two-year-old, 
started out with a record of 26.63 lbs. butter, 500.9 Ibs. 
milk. The next year, as a four-year-old, she came back 
with 37.92 lbs. butter in 7 days, 148.97 lbs. in 30 days, 
both of which were state records for Pennsylvania where 
she was bred and spent her early years. Shortly after 
making these championship records, she was consigned 
by her breeders, Bennett and Latzer, Wellsboro, Pennsyl- 
vania, to the National Sale at Cleveland in 1923, where 
she was purchased by the Detroit Creamery Farms, Mt. 
Clemens, Mich. They, in turn, consigned her as one of 
the features of the National Sale at Grand Rapids last 
June, where she was purchased by J. H. Brewer of Grand 
Rapids. On Christmas Day, she dropped Mr. Brewer a 
fine heifer calf sired by Ambassador Fobes and proceeded 
to make more history in the test barn. A card from Supt. 
Gardner announces that she made 41.44 lbs. butter from 
745.9 Ibs. milk. The owner’s figures, which are sent us 
later and may represent a different period, are 41.58 
lbs. butter, 745.9 lbs. milk and a 30-day record of 168.35 
Ibs. butter, 2.962.3 lbs. milk On January 18, twenty-four 
days after calving, she produced 5.317 lbs. fat from 104.5 
Ibs. milk, which is at a 46-lb. rate for the week. Her 
highest day for milk production was on her thirty-second 
day of testing when she produced 118 Ibs. She is a daugh- 
ter of Colantha Denver Champion, who was by Colantha 
Johanna Champion, youngest son of Colantha 4th’s 
Johanna, and out of Northern Fobes Denver, with 39.87 
lbs. The dam of Blacres Sesame Korndyke is a 28-lb. four- 
year-old daughter of a 31-lb. cow and sired by Cornucopia 
Ormsby Lad, perhaps the best son of Ormsby Korndyke 
Lad. Mr. Brewer is to be congratulated on owning such 
a well bred and fine individual state champion producer.

What Our Calf Club Members Have Learned in 1925 


By EARL J. COOPER 


We are now at the time of the year 
when we should review the work of 
the season just past. We must, if we 
are to advance, consider the mistakes 
we have made and profit from our ex- 
periences. Every Calf Club member 
who wants and intends to get ahead 
will be interested in this discussion. 

What have you boys and_ girls 
learned this year which will help you 
in 1926? Just think it all over and I 
am sure you will arrive at some profit- 
able conclusion. 

Some of the club members have 
learned the value of starting out with 
just as good a calf as possible. Some, 
to their sorrow, have found that their 
calves developed into rather poor in- 
The lesson to 
be drawn, then, is to take more care 
in your next selection; get a better 
line on the dam and sire; ask for 
plenty of help from those who know 
Holsteins. 

A great number of club members 
have learned this lesson: “You can’t 
prepare a heifer for the show ring in 
one or two weeks.” So many have 
tried it and failed. They went into 
the ring with wild, untrained and 
rough-coated heifers. The  well- 
trained, well-groomed and_ well-fed 
heifers stood at the top. - 

Many calf club members have 
learned the value of good showman- 
ship. I saw several boys and girls 
win out this year because they were 
constantly on the job when the Judge 
was working. On the other hand I 
saw several who went to sleep on the 
job and lost out. It certainly does not 
pay to sleep in the day time. 

The boys and girls on the whole 
have done much better this year. 
They have fed better, their animals 
have been better groomed and show- 
manship on the whole has improved 
a great deal, but there is still 
much improvement possible and we 
can. all determine to do a little bet- 
ter. I once knew a club boy who had 
for his motto the following, “Next year 
I will beat my own record.” 


Note: “What our Calf Club Members 
Have Learned in 1925,” is a talk given 
by Mr. Cooper over Radio Station WGN 
on the day before Christmas. Perhaps 
many of you boys and girls listened in 
on this, but we are reproducing it here 
for the benefit of those who did not get 
it. If you take for your motto ‘Next 
vear I will beat my own record,’’ 1926 is 
bound to be the best year in Calf Club 
history. 


The Pittsburgh District Dairy Coun- 
cil Contest 


The Pittsburgh District Dairy Coun- 
cil, Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, has just 
announced the winners in their “Let- 
ter Writing Contest.” This contest 
was staged for all farm boys and 
girls in the tri-state area, Ohio, Penn- 
sylvania and West Virginia, whose 
parents were members of the Dairy- 


men’s Cooperative Sales Company. 
The contest was for the best essay 
written on “Quality Milk” and was in 
the form of a letter written from a 
country cousin to a city cousin, tell- 
ing how milk was produced and cared 
for on the farm. There were twenty- 
nine sectional or district winners in 
the contest and in all there were ap- 
proximately 100 entrants. The grand 
prize was a $150 collegiate scholar- 
ship. The judges could not decide be- 
tween the essays written by twelve- 
year-old Raymond Slutz, of Salem, 
Ohio, and fifteen-year-old Bernadette 
Gowday, of Jefferson, Ohio, so Dr. W. 
T. Hulscher, of Battle Creek, Mich., 
of the Purity Stamping Company, who 
is the donor of the prize, announced 
that he would give each of these 
young people a $150 collegiate scholar- 
ship. 

The contest closed December 1 and 
all sectional winners were given a 
two-day trip to Pittsburgh on January 
29-30. During the two days in Pitts- 
burgh, fhe prize winners made various 
industrial and educational tours. 

This is the second annual contest 
of this kind staged by the Pittsburgh 
District Dairy Council and on account 
of its great success will be continued 
as a permanent proposition. The schol- 
arship funds will be held in trust for 
the two winners until they enter col- 
lege and they may be applied upon an 
agricultural course either at Ohio 
State University, Penn State College 
or University of West Virginia. 

Following is one of the prize letters: 
Dear City Cousin: 

United action between the city boys 
and girls and their country cousins 
should be an important problem for 
the public of today to consider, and 
I surely appreciate your interest in 
our dairy activities. 

Since it will be impossible for you 
to visit me this summer and discover 
the process by which we fight bac- 
teria, just follow me on an imaginery 
tour through our dairy premises. 

The cows will soon come to the barn 
for it is nearly milking time. Here 
they are now. Notice the lane is well 
graded for if it were muddy only un- 
cleanliness and extra work would re- 
sult. 

And you are surprised at the inte- 
rior of the barn? Yes, it is our dairy 
caste. The law requires that all 
dairy stables be whitewashed and 
father has ours of cement also be- 
cause it is so much easier to keep 
clean. The matched lumber was used 
overhead so that no particles of dust 
would fall in the pails while we were 
milking. Yes, a window was put in 
every available space for sunshine 
is essential to keep out bacteria. Pur- 
posely the trenches were made wide 
and deep for convenience and there 
the manure carrier is put in use every 
day.

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Metal swinging stanchions are de. 
sirable and low mangers take Dag’s 
and the cows’ fancy. A precaution we 
also take is never to give feed with 
strong odors to the cows befote mij. 
ing. 

How do we keep the cows go Clean? 
Well, Father recently had our dairy 


tuberculin tested so we know they are © 


healthy. Nearly every diaryman has 
a pair of clippers. A little time Spent 
in clipping the hair on the cows’ yg. 
ders and flanks proves worth while 
Then just before milking it is easy to 
brush and wipe dirt from the cows 
udders, flanks and tails. Sufficient 
bedding eliminates much of this labor. 

It is a simple matter to keep the 
milking machine sterilized, yet hae 
teria is liable to enter the milk jf 
one fails to do this. Father had a 
sink installed in the barn for wash. 
ing the hands and for cleansing pur- 
poses as well. 

The use of partially covered milk 
pails prevents much dirt from falling 
into the milk. Mother always buys a 
cotton flannel strainer as it is eon. 
sidered the best. 

Dad always rinses the pails with 
cold water immediately after milking. 
Then mother uses a stiff fiber brush 
and washes them in hot water con- 
taining a good washing powder. After 
scalding them in boiling water she 
places all the pails upside down on 
a sun-rack to dry and they are allowed 
to remain there until the next milk- 
ing. The strainers are treated in the 
same manner and exchanged for new 
ones quite often. 

Near every barn, but sufficient dis- 
tance from it, an efficient milk house 
is located and ours is no exception, 
convenience, cleanliness, and plenty 
of light and air being factors in the 
plan. The milk is then promptly re- 
moved from the stable so that it will 
not absorb objectionable odors. 

Another factor in Quality Milk Con- 
trol is the prevention of the growth 
of the few bacteria which have gotten 
into the milk. The tank method is 
used to cool the milk on our farm for 
nice cold water is available from a 
nearby spring. 

We children oft-times change the 
water until the milk is cooled to a 
temperature of 50 degrees or below 
and then maintain this low tempera- 
ture until it is delivered. After each 
addition to the can we stir the milk 
with a clean metal stirring rod. At 
an early age we learned to test ‘the 
temperature of the milk for we always 
admired Father’s large thermometer. 

The responsibility of maintaining 
this temperature now rests with the 
milk-hauler, and he does this by keep- 
ing the cans well covered with wet 
blankets to protect them from the 
sun during hot weather. 

I extend a hearty invitation for you 
to visit our farm next summer and 8¢é@ 
for yourself the weapons we have in- 
stalled for our campaign against bac- 
teria in milk.

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FEBRUARY MILK PRICES 


ort from the Bureau of Ag- 
carat Economics at Washington 
shows that the average price of 3.5 
cent milk for February 1926 is 
$2.83 per 100. This is a drop of four 
cents per hundred from the January 
price and an increase of twelve cents 
a hundred over February 1925. Al- 
most every district shows a slight de- 
cline from the January price, the only 
exception being the New England 
district with an average price of $3.43, 
a raise of two cents a hundred, while 
the West South Central district has 
the same figure as for January. The 
South Atlantic section continues to 
hold the lead with an average of 
$3.81, this section showing the great- 
est increase above February 1925 of 
any part of the country. 

The Dairymen’s League Coopera- 
tive Association announces a_ pool 
price of $2.39 for 3 per cent milk sold 
in January, subject to the usual dif- 
ferentials. A cash payment of $2.29 
was made to members, the difference 
of ten cents a hundred being retained 
for certificates of indebtedness. The 
December 31 baiance sheet of the as- 
sociation shows total assets of $17,- 
504,364.55. 





RED RIVER VALLEY WELCOMES 
LOWDEN

@himacum Gerben, former world’s 
champion senior three-year-old in the 
ten months’ division and one of the 
highest performers in the 7-day divi- 
sion as a senior four-year-old, is now 
on the home stretch of another sensa- 
tional ten months’ record. In her first 
289 days of this lactation, she is cred- 
ited with 25,597.4 lbs. milk, 1,170.8 
Ibs. butter, according to figures from 
V. W. Richards, manager of the herd 
at Western State Hospital, Ft. Steila- 
coom, Wash., where this heifer is own- 
ed. She is still milking 72 Ibs. daily. 
She is already 62 lbs. of butter ahead 
of the record for her class and lacks 
less than 1,000 lbs. of the world’s milk 
records for senior four-year-olds. An 
average of 60 lbs. a day for the re- 
maining sixteen days of her ten 
months’ test will give her the milk 
record for her class, but ii would seem 
that a greater honor was within her 
reach. The highest record ever made 
for butter production by a cow of any 
age or breed in the ten months’ divi- 
sion is that of Grahamholm Colantha 
Segis Maid, who last vear set the 
mark at 1,218 lbs. butter. Chimacum 
Gerben, therefore, is less than 48 lbs. 
behind the record with sixteen days 
still to go to complete her ten months.

COUNTY HOLSTEINS 


Oxford County, in Ontario, Canada, 
is sometimes referred to as “The 
Holland of North America,” being one 
of the important Holstein centers of 
the Dominion. Oxford County Hol- 
steins have played a leading part in 
breed history in Canada from a stand- 
point of both type and _ production. 
George C. Currie, secretary of the Ox- 
ford Holstein Breeders’ Club, sends us 
the following facts about the Hok 
steins of that county: 

In the list of the 30,000-lb. cows of 
the breed appearing in the Type and 
Production Book, two of the seven 
credited: to Canada were bred in Ox- 
ford County and six of Canada’s fifteen 
producers of more than 1,000 Ibs. fat 
are of Oxford County breeding. In the 
list of Canadian champions, Holsteins 
bred in Oxford County rank first for 
seven days fat, first for both fat and 
milk in both the four-year-old and 
three-year-old classes for 365 days and 
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first for milk in the mature, and two- 

afold classes in the 305-day divi- 
sion. Oxford County Holsteins have 
won the Dairy Test at the Guelph 
Winter Fair for the past three years. 

As to type, six of the eight head that 
made up the First Prize State Herd 
at the National Dairy Exposition at 
Indianapolis were owned by Oxford 
County breeders, and the bull that 
headed this herd was bred and raised 
in the county. The All-American two- 
year-old and senior yearling heifers of 
1925 were Oxford County Holsteins, as 
was the Reserve All-American Aged 
Cow. The All-American three-year-old 
pull, and another Reserve All-Ameri- 
can Aged Cow, as well as the Reserve 
“all-American junior yearling heifer, 
were all bred in Oxford County, and 
Aaggie Sylvia, Grand Champion at the 
National Dairy Exposition of 1922, is 
also an Oxford County heifer. 

In the light of these facts, it is of 
interest to learn that the Oxford Hol- 
stein Breeder’s Club is planning a con- 
signment sale for March 17th at Wood- 
stock, Ont., at which L. E. Franklin 
and Jack Houck will officiate as sales 
force. There will be sixty head of 
Oxford County’s best Holsteins 
offered, many of which are related to 
the famous animals mentioned above.

It was, of course, covered with snow 
at the time of our visit but it is evi- 
dently a production section. The farm 
puildings are modest but adequate. 
The cow stable is fitted out in modern 
equipment and is evidently run on a 
pusinesslike basis. Glen Otter Colan- 
tha Lady occupies a roomy box stall. 
She had freshened about a month 
revious without any rest from her 
record-breaking test. She was milk- 
ing close to 100 lbs. a day and while 
she was eating well was apparently 
putting it all into the pail. She is a 
heifer of very evident dairy tempera- 
ment, of great capacity and constitu- 
tion; like some of the other great 
champions, she gives an impression 
of unusual length of body. She is ev- 
idently a cow that is a natural high- 
tester from a dam that averaged well 
over 4 per cent on both of her yearly 
records and we hope that she will be 
given a further gpportunity for devel- 
opment as she matures. Molly Abbe- 
kerk, the other great three-year-old 
purchased in the Hanmer Saie, was 
also continued on test and while the 
production figures are not given out 
by the R. O. P. officials until after the 
animal has qualified by freshening, 
she is due to freshen well inside the 
limit for a ten months’ record and is 
expected to have very close to 1,000 
lbs. butter in a ten months’ period as 
a senior three-year-old. This would 
place her second to her stable mate, 
Glen Otter Colantha Lady. Mrs. Root 
cannot claim quite as much credit for 
this record, as Mr. Root milked Molly 
during most of the test. The break- 
ing of a world’s record is an honor 
that few breeders ever achieve. Es- 
pecially pleasing, therefore, and a real 
encouragement for the beginner 
should be the reading of this story 
of Mr. and Mrs. Whit Root and their 
champion heifer.

seven-day records the factors for con- 
version as established by Mr. Prescott 
were used. For milk the factor used 
was 38.6. For seven-day fat records 
below 16 pounds the factor 40.3 was 
used down to the factor 34 for seven- 
“04 records between 20 and 22 pounds 
at. 


In a general way the yearly produc- 
tion increased with the size of the 
seven-day record but the actual pro- 
duction varied greatly from the calcu- 
lated. The maximum variation in 
these few cases was from almost 150 
pounds above to 120 pounds below, 
Making a total spread of 270 pounds 


with cows all under 800 pound yearly 
records. 


A comparison of the actual and cal- 
culated milk production of the above 
cows demonstrates that the seven-day 
milk production is just as unreliable 
as the seven-day butterfat record in 
predicting yearly production. 

ile the average yearly production 
increases with the increase in seven- 
day records such increase is largely 
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due to other factors than the reliabil- 
ity of the seven-day record. The 
spread between the lower and upper 
limits of the yearly records is as great 
or greater for the larger seven-day 
records as for the smaller ones. That 
the upper limits of yearly production 
increases with the seven-day records 
must be stated in the converse, 
namely, that the seven-day records 
increase because of the yearly rec- 
ords. It follows that the larger the 
yearly record the larger must be the 
average weekly production. A cow 
producing over 1,040 pounds fat dur- 
ing a year must average over 20 
pounds fat weekly and as there is 
naturally a decline in production with 
advance in lactation period, a con- 
siderably greater weekly production is 
to be expected during the earlier part 
of the lactation period. The large 
yearly record therefore establishes a 
minimum seven-day record which 
accounts largely for the correlation 
that exists between seven-day and 
yearly records. 

That there is an increase in the 
lower limits of yearly production with 
an increase in the seven-day records 
may be accounted for in two ways. 
First, granting that there is a slight 
correlation between seven-day records 
and yearly records, and second, by 
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recognizing selected data. The latter, 
in the opinion of the writer, is by 
far the larger factor. It cannot be 
denied that many cows having made 
good seven-day records are dropped 
from yearly test because of failure to 
make creditable yearly records, which, 
if completed, would reflect upon the 
value of the seven-day record. The 
writer knows of several 30-pound 
seven-day cows dropped from yearly 
test because of inability to hold up. 
Were these entered there would be 
little difference in the minimum yearly 
production for high or low seven-day 
records. 


Proper interpretation of the data 
presented substantiates a long recog- 
nized fact that there are two very im- 
portant independent factors concerned 
in the inheritance of high production 
for a long period. These are: capacity 
for large production and stimulus for 
persistency. Persistency is just as im- 
portant as capacity and the seven-day 
test does not in the least measure this 
important factor. The writer is not 
even willing to grant that the seven- 
day test is a true measure of capacity. 
Because of the short period in which 
it is made, skilled herdsmen are able 
by forced feeding and previous con- 
ditioning to exceed the natural 
capacity. This is particularly true in

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regard to the fat percentage,.the ab- 
normality of which is established by 
Mr. Prescott’s work where he shows 
that as the fat percentage of the 
seven-day record increases the factor 
for conversion of the seven-day rec- 
ord into yearly record decreases. 
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Because of the unreliability of the 
seven-day test as a basis for calculat- 
ing yearly production the general 
recognition and support of the seven- 
day test would at least not help in the 
development of the Holstein breed.

OWA BOYS QUALIFY AS HERDS- 
MEN 


On March 19, the Herdsmen’s Short 
Course at Iowa State College, Ames, 
lowa, will be over. About thirty men 
will have completed either three or 
six months’ study in the various 
Phases of dairy husbandry. Usually 
about 40 per cent of these men return 
directly to their home farms where 
they-test out in a practical way the 
new ideas in feeding, breeding and 
Selection that they have gained. The 
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remaining 60 per cent of these men 
usually desire to branch out in the 
employ of reputable breeders where 
they may gain additional experience. 
Some of them have already had con- 
siderable experience with purebred 
herds and can furnish the best of ref- 
erences from their former employers. 
Practically all of them have been born 
and raised on a farm. 


There has always been a very strong 
demand among the breeders for just 
this kind of help. These boys are anx- 
ious to learn and are well qualified to 
assume some responsibility as herds- 
men or assistant herdsmen, depending 
upon their previous experience and, 
recommendations. Each year this 
group of men go out and invariably 
make good, if letters received from 
the breeders for whom they work can 
be taken as an indication.
